PARTY REBUKE TO CLARK 


Only 55 Democrats Follow Him 
—Attack on Speaker 
by Hardwick. 


FINAL VOTE BY TUESDAY 
Mejority of 100 to 125 Predicted—

WASHINGTON, March. 27.—The first 
skirmish in President Wilson’s battle 
for the répeal of the free tolls provision 
of the ‘Canal act was won to-day. By 
@ vote of 208 to 177 the President’s sup- 
porters in the House of Répresentatives 
carried the motion that put the issue to 
the test. 

While the majority on this motion was 
only 31, it made certain that in the vote 
on the Repeal bill itself, which is ex- 

‘ pected to. be reached late on Tuesday 
afternoon, the President’s cause would 
have a round majority. A White House 


estimate is that this majority will be 
at least 100 and possibly 125. 

But the Administration victory. was 
accomplished at the expense of a party 
split that bears all the signs of being 

serious. Champ Clark, Speaker of the 
**House and the natural leader of the 
‘Democrats in that body, found not only 
that the call to arms against the tolls 
queéstion which ‘he fssued last. night had 
been productiev of little if any effect 
among his party brethren, but he heard 
himself virtually accused of disloyalty 
to Democracy. 

Mr. Hardwick of Georgia asked the 
House whether it should stand behind 

‘our grand, glorious President,” or 
fight under the. men who were trying 
to stab’ the Administration in the back. 
This was a pointed reference to Speaker 
Clark and. Representative Oscar W. Un- 
derwood, the Democratic floor leader. 
Mr. Hardwick even made the applica- 
tion. more. direct when he called on 
Spéaker Clark’ to; say if-he did not 
réalize) that tor te tewn we OW:

More Signs of a Party Split. 


Evidences of a party split were also 
furnished by the remarks of Represen- 
tative A. Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylva- 
nia, Chairman of the Democratic. caucus, 
who was the real spokesman. for the 
President. Mr.-Palmer had prepared a 
speech for the occasion, and had it be- 
fore him'in manuscript form, but before 
delivering it he spoke extemporaneously 
in criticism of Mr. Underwood’s stand. 
Sitting only a few feet away, Mr. Un- 
derwood heard his close associate in|. 
party leadership tell a story of a Quaker 
whe, bitten by a dog, refused to kill the 
animal, but obtained his revenge by 
running down the street crying ‘‘ Mad 
dog!’’ The. crowd in the street did ‘the 
rest. . 

Mr. Palmer made this story such a 
pointed reference to Mr. Underwood’s 
expression of regret over his inability ‘to 
agree With President Wilson that it was 
plain that the Pennsylvanian meant to 
charge that the majority leader had 
cried ‘“‘ Mad dog!’ at the President in 
the hope that the Republicans and dis- 
satisfied Democrats would act as the 
crowd did when Mr. Paimer’s Quaker 
stt up a similar cry. 

To-day’s voting in the House was on 
the adoption of the rule providing that 
the debate on the Sims bill to repeal the 
free tolls provision should be limited 
to twenty hours, and that the bill should 
not be amended. Two votes were taken. 
The first-was on ardering the previous 
question on the motion to adopt the rule 
and the result was: Yeas, 208; nays, 
177; present, 3; not voting, 45. On the 
motion to adopt the rule the vote was: 
Yeas, 200; nays, 173; present, 4; not 
voting, 56. On the previous question 
vote, which furnished -the real: test, 
fifty-five Democrats voted against the 
President’s repeal policy, while eight 
Republicans voted for it. “ : 

Supporters of the President are calling 
attention to-night to,the fact that out of 

' 2565 Democrats who voted, only 55, or 
little more than one-fourth, followed the 
lead of Speaker Clark and Representa- 
tive Underwood. Iwenty-eight Repre- 
sentatives who voted on the canal tolls 
provision.in 1912 switched their -votes. 
Of. these 27 were Democrats and one 

(Bartholdt of Missouri) was a Repub- 
lican. All of them had previously voted 
for free tolls.

QUEEN ELEANORA MENACED. 


Letters Warn Bulgarian Sovereign 
Not. to Visit United States.

LONDON, Saturday, March 28.—A 
dispatch from Sofia to The London 
Times says: : 

“'Phreatening letters: have been re- 
ceived at the palace warning the 
Queen not. to visit America. 

“It is quite understood here that 
these missives are not American in 
authorship,'and I learn that her Maj- 
esty will make no change in her ar- 
rangements.”

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The an- 
nouncement from Sofia of the intended 
visit of Queen Eleanora of Bulgaria to 
the United States during May and June 
was received with a degree of mild sur- 
prise in official circles to-day, although 
there had been previous rumors con- 
cerning it. The State Department was 
unable to furnish any details in regard 
to the approaching visit, and the White 
House was without: advices and could 
say nothing about, the extent to which 
official ceremony or hospitality would go. 

Whatever may be done to provide a 
suitable reception will depend. upon Con- 
gress,’ which must provide an appro- 
priation for the purpose. The usuaj cus- 
tom will, in all probability, be observed, 
and the ceremonies connected with the 
visit of Queen Eleanora will be in 
charge of Third Assistant Secretary of 
State William Phillips, who has just 
been appointed. Army and navy offi- 
cers will be designated to accompany 
the Queen wherever she may choose to 
go in her tour of the country, and these, 
with the State Department’s envoy of- 
ficers, will represent her in all ar- 
rangements with local officials of cities 
and States in connection with her en- 
tertainment. 

As one of the objects of Queen Elea- 
nora’s visit to this country will be to 
see the Panama Canal it has been sug- 
gested that she may be taken to the 
Isthmus on a warship. Secretary Dar- 
iels said to-day that he had no informa- 
tion in regard to plans for the enter- 
tainment of the Queen.’ While not dis- 
posed to discuss the matter in the ab- 


sence of any official knowledge of the 
Queen’s_ intentions, Mr. Daniels indi-

Répudiate Absolutely Their Unfa-

ATLANTA, Ga., March 27.—An ex- 
traordinary motion for a new trial, tend- 
ing to show that the negro Jim Conley 
“was the murderer of little’ Mary Phagan 
and that Leo M. Frank, under sentence 
of death for the crime, was innocent of 
any connection with it, will be filed be- 
fore Judge Ben H. Hill on April 16, the 
day. before the date set for Frank’s exe- 
cution, and the ‘hearing on it will be be- 
gun immediately.

It is based on new evidence concern- 
ing the movements of Krank and of 
Conley on the day of the murder, and 
establishing alibis in the case of the 
former, on testimony: designed to show 
unwarranted’ shapin#@’ of evidence 
by the Solicitor General and the. police, 
and on the repudiation by several wit- 
nesses of evidence given by them on the 
stand. Reuben. R. Arnold,.of counsél 
for Frank, pronounces it: ‘t the strong- 
est motion for a: new trial ever filed in- 
the State of Georgia.’’

Velasco Directea ‘Defenses, 


The day was hot and the air fairly 
smelled of state blood. Those with flesh

Villa’s first assault in force took place 
four days ago. There was a compara- 
tively small number of Federals in the 
town, and-premature reports of victory 
were sent out. Soon, however, the Fed- 
erals received. reinforcements, and in 
the desperate fighting which followed 
the rebels had rather the worst of it, 
and Gen, Villa withdrew.

Villa: had: learned that the Federal com- 
mander, Gen. Velasco, was concentrated 
in force in ge room and was himself in 
the trenches, iring his men to do 
their duty, Ae e rebel leaders under 
cover of the ocnbasGemeet Serene 
every available man for @ fresh assault. 

This was delivered Wednesday night, 
but it was not decisive, although the 
rebels held the stone'round house and 
a few other natural defenses in the out- 
skirts of the city. 


Villa Led Furious Last Attack. 


Last night the third and final assault 
was delivered. Gen. Villa, grimy with 
dust and sweat, a red bandana hand- 
kerchief about his neck, participated. 
He rode up and down the lines, swear- 
ing .and cheering, cursing and calling 
on the saints. t times he was appar- 
ently calm and a agen he was furious. 

Through it all he urged his men for- 
ward and all seemed to realize that the 
attack was the last one. Human flesh 
could stand no more of the heat, the 
thirst and hunger; and the cruel scenes, 
which followed one another until the 
whole picture was a confused blur of 
blood and fire, where men in their dying 
agonies whined for water or cried out 
uncanmy ‘‘ vivas,’’ petitions to Our Lady 
- Guadalupe, and other jargon of de- 

irium, 

On the way into the town from El 
Vergel this morning and particularly 
in the streets of; Gomez Palacio toot 
Gen. Villa was constantly called 
to return the salutes of the ronal 

Some of. these were limping, not < 
the rear, but to the front to catch up 
with their comrades. Some of them 
already placed on hospital trains, had 
escaped and returned to their com- 
mands. Others, regaining consclousgess 
as they were being borne away in lit- 
ters, had promptly cursed their would- 
be rescuers and tumbled out, joining 
the scattered procession following in 
the train of the General. 


Frantic Cheers for Commander. 


Viva Villa! Viva Madero! Viva Con- 
stitutional!’ they cried in cracked 
voices from parched throats. 

The remarkable endurance of these 
peons and their mad obsession to re- 
turn to the front deeply impressed the 
Americans in the train of Gen. Villa. 
There were men in that. strange pro- 
cession with deep gashes across their 
cheeks. . Others had.-flesh torn from 
their backs or thighs while their uni- 
forms were soaked in blood. Some had 
arms and legs, torn and laceraied with 
blood-matted ‘hair. pasted over their 
eyes. 

There was more. than patriotism to 
inspire the. rebel. assaults, for tehind 
them lay the most crue] desert in Mex- 
ico, and ahead the possessions of the 
enemy, food, and shelter and the cool- 
ing streams of the irrigation ditches. 

The wounded in the outskirts of the 
city were the first to receive assistance, 
but the small hospital corps, although 
working heroically, was inadequate to 
meet the situation. The dead, who fell 
early in the assaults, or had been slain 
by Federal shells, were the first to be 
buried.

Other detachments in the excitement 
of the fight failed to hear orders to 
fall back, or deliberately disregarded 
them or did not seek the shelter noted 
by their calmer officers. These dashed 
unheedingly into barbed wire entangle- 
ments or the enemy’s trenches and 


were mowed down in heaps by Federal 
rapid-fire guns. 

Another yincident of: the. engagement 

yesterday was the meeting of two arm- 
ored trains at long range. One was on 
a siding and the other on the main 
track. aay exchanged shots like two 
warships, but with little damage, and 
the Federal train, which had the switch 
track, retired around a curve and was 
lost to sight. Gomez Palacio is a rail- 
road town and has a network of tracks, 
which made the encounter possible, 
Gen. Villa said to-day that his hat 
was off to Gen. Velasco for his defense 
of the town. The conduct of the .Fed- 
erals was a credit to them as soldiers, 
Gen, Villa said, and Gen. Velasco had 
proved himself a man of- resource as 
well as of courage. 
Three of his Generals, it was reported, 
gave their lives in defense of the town 
—Gens. Pena, Reyna, and Anaya. It 
was reported also that Gen. Ocaranza 
was seriously , wounded. 


HUERTA SENDING MORE TROOPS 


But Officials Profess to Have No 
Definite Reports from. Torreon. 
Special Cable to Tne NEw York TIMEs. 
MEXICO CITY, March 27.—Prep- 
arations were being made to-night to 
rush troops north .under Gen. Carlos 
Garcia Hidalgo, Great caution was 
being observed to guard the facts re- 
garding the number of men leaving, 
also the amount of artillery and-am- 
munition which is being sent, since it 
is feared that alarm might be caused 
here for fear the capital would be left 

unprotected. 

It is not known whether these forces 
are going to Torreon or to Tampico. 

Gen. Blanguet, the War Minister, 
stated to-night that he had no definite 
reports frori Torreon, but was confi- 
dent of a favorable outcome of the 
fighting there. : ; 

It is said that only meagre details 
have been received and that these in- 
@icate that after a first repulse the 
rebels have advanced, 
by reinforcements, and are renewing 
the assault. 

The newspaper reports of a &weep- 
ing Federal victory which aré printed 
here are admitted to be greatly exag- 
gerated. 

Those who called on President t Huer- 
ta this morning say that he™is opti- 
mistic, although not: at al. flushed by 
his first successes. He is reported to 
have. said: “One skirmish doesn't 
make a battle, even as an advance 
guard does not constitute an army.” 
The President is said ot be gratified, 
however, by the conduct of Gen. Ve~ 
lasco and to have full confidence in 
his ability to handle the ‘situation. 
“If I'did not have full confidence in 
my Generals,” he said, “I vee bes 
Torreon now; and-not here.” :

Torreon garrison may ‘ve expected to 
resist further rebel a&Ssaults with still 
greater vigor, while the rebels, dis- 
heartened by. a defeat, however we 
will be more likely to weaken in th 
attacks. 

It is. reported here that Villa is en- 
countering great difficulty in obtain- 
4ng-food for his men and horses in the 
vicinity of Gomez Palacio. The coun- 
try is unproductive of cereals, cotton 
being the chief crop. His difficulties 
are said to be still further increased 
by his great distance from Chihuhua, 
his base of supplies. It is also re- 
ported* that the Federal commander 
has stripped the outlying districta of 
provisions, preparatory to standing 
siege in Torreon, if necessary. 

Such details as have reached here 
thus far regarding the fighting indicate 
that the rebel left wing, under Gen. 
Benavides, advanced southward from 
Bermejillo along the railway line, en- 
countering slight resistance and oc- 
cupying Lerdo. Some skirmishing ts 
believed to have taken place during 
the advance, but the Federals con- 
sistently retreated before the rebels. 
When fighting would become heavy 
they retreated to the next town, until 
they finally reached Gomez Palacio, 
where the first real battle was rought. 

The fact that Gomez Palacio, was 
chosen by Gen. Velasco for making a 
stand is thought to indicate his con- 
fidence in his strength, as the place 
is believed here to be incapable of de- 
fense, inasmuch as it Is surrounded 
by cotton fields which are laced with 
irrigation ditches, making the .ma- 
noeuvring of cavalry practically im- 
possible. 

The town is also at such a distance 
from the artillery positions as to make 
it impossible for cannon to protect the 
Federal forces, while near enough to 
make it untenable for the reb It 
is believed here that rebel rankS were 
broken by. the fire of light field artil- 
lery, when infantry completed the 
rout. 

A report was current here to-day 
that Gen.- Ricardo Pena, with 3,000 
cavalry, was harrying the rebels a 
hundred miles north, near Escalon. 
Although this cannot be confirmed, it 
is thought possible that he was ordered 
to make a rear attack, as this was un- 
derstood to be part of the general 
campaign plans, as indicated by mili- 
tary officers, previous to the beginning 
of the fighting around Torreon. 

One report- received here to-day 
stated that Gen. Moure, with . 3,000 
veterans, has rehched San’ Pedro de 
Las Colonias, on his way to Torreon, 
without resistance, and is expected to 
arrive in Torreon within the next few 
days.

‘“*The death o large number of pa- 
ents within a short time after reach- 
ing Bellevue would seem to indicate that 
a number of cases had been transferred 
in a very critical condition, or else that 
the distance of transfer had a serious 
effect on thé patient’s illness.”’

I do not Pin da nae hospital in ans 
world, certainly not a New York City 
hospital, would transfer a patient in a 
dying condition from one hospital to 
another in order-to avoid a high death 
rate. All the hospitals which have big 
ambulance districts must necessarily 
a up patients who are desperately 

jured. Humanity demands that in 
Such cases these patients be taken to 
the nearest hospital, whether it be the 
one from which the ambulance was 
called or not. 

“In the case of any hospital which is 
transferring patients, if the figures be 
analyzed, it will be found that the pa- 
tients who die are not those who are 
transferred, but those that are picked 
up on the street. For our own part, we 
never consider the matter. If a patient 
is injured within easy reach of Flower 
Hospital he is brought here, no matter 
how badly he is injured. 

‘The question of statistics has nothing 
to do with the matter. There are 16,- 
hospital beds in New York City; 12,- 
of these, or three-quarters of the 
total, are in private hospitals. That 
means that ge a of the hos- 
pital beds in New York City are sup- 
gh or by_ the preg a!

NATION ATTACKS SEELY, 


Lloyd George’s Organ Proposes a 
Liberal-Labor Coalition. 


LONDON, March 27.—The Weekly. 
Nation, which may. be regarded as the 
organ of Chancellor David Liloyd\ 
George’s section of the Cabinet, in its 
issue to-day aftacks Col. Seely’ with 
great bitterness. It declares that when 
he left the Unionist ranks he took -his 
old mental furniture with him, and never 
really became a Liberal. It adds fWAt it 
was a great mistake to put him into the 
War Office. 

The Nation suggests that a man of 
harder muscle—like John Burns, Presi- 
dent of the local Government Board, or 
Walter Runciman, President of the 
Board of Agriculture—is needed to cope 
with the present situation in the army. 
The newspaper declares that a wave of 
determination to pat the army in its 
ayes and restore the threatened author- 
ty of Parliament has swept through the 
country, and adds: ‘If the Govern- 
ment will lead, well and good; if not. 
other champions will arise.”’ 

The proposition is then advanced by 
The ation that the Liberal, Party 
strike a bargain by insuring to the 
Labor Party 100 seats in the next Par- 
liament. The Liberal leaders hereto- 
fore have always declined to bind them; 
selves to the Labor Party in this man- 
ner, but if The Nation’s suggestion is 
adopted as an outcome of the cry of the 
army versus Parliament it is not im- 
probable, as the Radical newspapers 
assert, that the new coalition would 
sweep the country. 

It is said that a large section of the 
Unionist Party realizes this danger, and 
is therefore anxious to reach a settle- 
ment of the Home Rule: question - by 
consent. 

The New Statesman says the resig- 
nations of the cavalry officefs ‘‘ have 
turned every supporter of the Govern- 
ment into an enthusiastic, determined 
army reformer.’’ The newspaper adds

WASHINGTON, March 27.—In © the 
Senate to-day the question of canal tolls 
led to a sharp discussion that lasted for 
two hours. Mr. Owen of .Oklahoma, a 
member of the Committee on. Inter- 
oceanic Canals, and the President’s rep- 
resentative in charge of the Tolls Re- 
peal bill, has been waiting several days 
for an opportunity to reply to the point- 
ed criticisms of the President’s policy. 
To-day a resolution by Mr. Gallinger of 
New Hampshirs, the minority leader of 
the Senate, gave him an opportunity. 
Mr. Gallinger’s resolution, which was 
technically a substitute for one offered 
yesterday by Mr. Lewis of Illinois fav- 
oring the repeal, reads: 

Resolved, hat in pursuance of the true 
American doctrine that American interests 
are safer in the hands of Americans than 
in the hands of European or other foreign 
nations, it is the sense of the Senate of the 
United States that under the terms 6f the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty the United States 
can ant free passage through the Pana- 
ma Canal to Ameritan coastwise vessels, 
and that any attempted denial of that right 
by European or other foreign powers is an 
unwarranted demand on their part, which 
cannot be conceded without a denial of 
right. that lies at the foundation of our 
Government and which American interest 
and American honor demand shall be main- 
tained at all hazards. 

Resolved, Further, That there {fs neither 
necessity nor justice in repealing the tolls 
provision ef the Panama Canal act, the 
purpose of the exemption being to aid 
American shipping in its unequal’ compe- 
tition with the subsidized shipping of other 
countrtes, which will prohably include the 
payment of tolls by these Governments on 
their vessels passing through the canal. 
Mr. Owen sharply assailed the resolu- 
tion, which was not formally before the 
Senate,} and criticized Mr. Gallinger’s 


expressions favoring ship subsidies. Mr. 
Gallinger at once remonstrated that Mr. 
Owen’s tone was improper and that de- 
tate should be carried on civilly. 

“Tf the Senator from Oklahoma (Mr. 
Owen) has offended the Senator from 
New Hampshire (Mr. Gallinger),”” said 
Mr. Owen, “that is the misfortune of 
the. Senator from Oklahoma. That’s 
how he is made.” ; 

“There is no doubt about that,” re- 
torted Mr. Gallinger, \while the galleries 
tittered. 

Defends President’s Policy. 

Mr. Owen defended the President’s 
position on economical and _ ethical 
grounds. He said it was not good econ- 
omy that 90,000,000 people should pay 
tolls for 9,000 shipowners. Tolls exemp- 
tion, he said, was simply a subsidy, and 
ship subsidies had been denounced by 
Democrats from the formation of the 
party. He agreed with the President 
that tolls discrimination constituted .a 
tliat violation of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty and said that in a question of 
good faith the United States should pay 
decent: attention to the opinion of the 
world. 

‘““When the first draft of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty was submitted to the 
Senate, Mr. Bard of California, Dec. 13, 
1900, moved to substitute the following 
article,” said the Senator: F 

“*The United States reserves the 
right in the regul m and:-Mmanage- 
ment of the canal_to discriminate in re- 
spect of the charges of traffic in favor 
of vessels of its own. citizens engaged in 
the coastwise trade.’

enable our ships to. compete with ships 
of foreign nations. The subsidies and 
discriminations that. European Govern- 
ments have given to their shipping in- 
terests have practically driven Ameri- 
can_ships from the seas. 

‘“‘For the reasons given I believe that 
the Democratic Party was both wise 
and patriotic when it announced a pol- 
icy in favor of discriminating in favor 
of our coastwise shi going through 
the Panama Canal, and that there is 
no reason at this time why we should 
abandon a solemn promise made to the 
American people in one of the most 
prominent planks in our party platform. 


Sees a More Serious Question. 


“There is a more serious question :in- 
volved in the passage of this bill. The 
right to discriminate in favor of our 
ships, the opportunity to encourage our 
shipping and to increase our commerce, 
are matters of vital importance, but 
they pale into insignificance when com- 
pared with the attack on the sovereign- 
ty ot our country in the Canal Zone. 

“The power to build the canal under 
our Constitution rests in the war power 
of the United States. We bullt the 
cenal primarily as an addition to our 
war power, as it permits the quicker 
transfer of our naval forces from one 
ocean to another. Its inland lake rro- 
vides a-harbor of refuge in which our 
navies can rendezvous, and, as occa- 
sion offers, strike either ocean. 

“The advocates of Great Britain take 
the position that we are forbidden to 
discriminate in favor of our.own ves- 
sels .of commerce, and as vessels of 
commerce and war are named together, 
how long will it.be before the same ad- 
vgeate of the British contention will 

vise us that we cannot discriminate 
in favor of our. own war vessels? 

“The contention of those advocating 
the British claim seems almost absurd 
when we recognize that if we admit 
them for vessels of commerce thc same 
reasoning will require us to admit them 
for vessels of war. To do so would 
convert the canal in time of war. into 
a liability instead of an asset.

PLAN TO AID WOMEN 


‘Parliament Within Parliament’ 
to be Established—Mem- 
bers of Both Sexes. 


SUFFRAGISTS TO BE ON IT 


The Committee to Advise Parliament 
Will Consist of Persons of 
Opposing Parties.

LONDON, March 27.—For some time 
past a movenient has been quietly un- 
der way which, if carried to success- 
ful completion, will to some extent 
take the wind out of the sails of the 
women’s suffrage campaign in this 
country. 

One of the strongest foundations of 
the suffrage position lies in the al- 
most universal recognition .among 
women that the interests of their sex 
and of children are neglected by male 
legislators. If women had the vote, 
it is argued, Parliament could be 
forced to give due attention to claims 
which at present and in the past have 
been disregarded because women have 
no power to press their demands for 
special legislation. 

Now that women’s chances of obtain- 
ing the vote in the early future seem 
to have retrograded, there is special 
appositeness in a plan in which Mrs. 
Humphry Ward is the leading spirit, 
and of which THE NEw YoRK TIMES 
is able to give the first detailed ac- 
count. 

The idea has been roughly de- 
scribed as a women’s Parliament with- 
in Parliament. This is not entirely 
accurate now, for as worked out, Mrs. 
Ward’s scheme calls for a joint advis- 
ory committee composed of members 
of Parliament and women social 
workers, 

Mrs. Ward is at present confined to 
bed with a bronchial cold and was 
unable to see a NEw YoRK TIMES 
correspondent personally, but she con- 
sented to the publication in America 
of the following letter and statement 
on condition that it should not yet be 
divulged to the English press, as she 
is not ready to take part in the dis- 
cussion which may be expected when 
the details are made known here. 

Mrs. Ward’s letter to THE NEW 
Yorx Times follows: 


25 Grosvenor Place, March 27, 1914. 
Dear Sir: I.am glad te let you have 
the following summary of the scheme 
which is now being slowly worked out 
and which I hope may in-future. be of 
considerable practical value in matters 
relating to women and children. There 
is nothing of the kind at present in ex- 
istence, and if the scheme works and 
develops it will afford by far the most 
direct «means of access: to Parliament 
which women have yet possessed. 

The committee is necessarily at pres- 
ent nominated. The committee, con- 
sisting of pe is whose public work is’ 
well fnown. be drawn as evenly as 
possible from the different camps of 
thought and polities, but it is intended 
to mipice its basis elective and repre- 
sentative as soon as possible, 
During the coming two or three years 
guch a joint committee should offer a 
very favorable opportunity for these of 
both opinions who desire to co-operate 
in certain definite practical reforms 
while reserving their complete freedom 
of action on the question of suffrage.

Mrs, Ward's statement is as follows: 
“In the proposed joint advisory 
committee, composed of Members of 
Parliament and women social workers 
both, ten women are to represent, as 
far.as possible in equal proportions, 
both the Ministerial and Unionist 
Parties and both sides of the women’s 
suffrage question. The sole aim and 
object of the committee is to consider 
and. press forward needed legislation 
on behalf of women and children. 

“The scheme originated in a small 
meeting of Members of Parliament 
held more than a year ago, from which 
a letter was sent out, signed by half 
a dozen members drawn *from both 
sides of the House, asking the co-op- 
eration of a committee of women in 
matters concerning the welfare of wo- 
men and children. ‘The Members of 
Parliament - present at the meeting,’ 
said the circular letter, ‘desire to 
bring forward a progressive policy in 
women’s. questions,’ and they asked 
for ‘the formation of a committee of 
women which will allow us to keep 
in touch with them and which will 
collect and digest exact information 
on questions concerning women and 
children which might come before Par- 
liament.’ _ 

“The only conditidn laid down by 
the original meeting, which included 
persons of opposed opinions on the 
suffrage question, was that, for the 
sake of securing true co-operation on 
urgent matters of social-reform, woman 
suffrage must be excluded from the 
debates and action of the committee. 

“ During the Winter the scheme has 
been quietly pushed forward. About 
twenty-five members of Parliament 
from both sides of the House of Com- 
mons and representing both views on 
the suffrage question, have consented 
to serve on the committees, and about 
half the requisite number of repre- 
sentative women workers have been 
secured—suffragists and  anti-suf- 
fragists. The number is being stead- 
liy added to, and it is hoped the com- 
mittee will soon be compieted. 

“It is proposed that a joint commit- 
tee should meet in London at the 

ouse of Commons at regular inter- 

; The two separate. committees 
of which it is now composed will, no 
doubt, also meet independently. It 
has been’ ed that the joint com- 
mittee should have a member of Par- 
liament as Chairman, with a woman 
Deputy Chairman, who would also be 
Chairman of the woman’s committee. 

“ Varioug » committees .are being 
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formed to deal in detail with differ- 
ent bills before Parliament, which are 
concerned with the welfare of women 
and children. These sub«committees 
will report to the joint advisory com- 
mittee, which will deliberate and take 
action on these reports. 

“Tt will probably be impossible to 
deal effectively with more than two or 
three leading subjects during a Par- 
liamentary session. It is suggested 
that for this session education in con- 
nection with the promised Govern- 
ment bill covering medical inspection 
of school clinics, the organization of 
playgrounds and play centres, &c., 
should take the first place. Matters 
connected with the Insurance act as it 
concerns women, and especially with 
the nursing schemes now arising un- 
der the act, have hardly less claim to 
consideration. Public health matters 
generally, and poor law questions as 
they come into the various bills now 
before the House of Commons, would 
demand as much space and time as 
could be given te them. 

“According to the original condi- 
tions, the subject of Parilamentary 
woman suffrage will be excluded from 
the discussions and action of the com- 
mittee.” 

Mrs. Ward is not prepared as yet 
to make known the names of those 
who are supporting her, but rumor 
says that several highly representa- 
tive women attended recent meetings 
at her house, in addition to a number 
of Members of Parliament specifically 
identified with the cause of women. 

Among those present at the meet- 
ings W. H. Dickinson, M. P., whose 
Suffrage bill last year obtained the 
largest measure of support any meas- 
ure of the kind had received at West- 
minster, is said to have been included. 

Hitherto, so far as England has pos- 
sessed any representative advisory 
committee of women, that position has 
been filled by the National Union of 
Workers, to which Mrs. Ward once 
belonged. Her new scheme, as evi- 
dent from the foregoing details, is 
much more comprehensive, 


SKULL DIVIDES SCIENTISTS. 


They Can’t Agree Concerning Pre- 
historic African Skeleton. 
Special Cable to THE New Yorke TImMzBs. 
BERLIN, March 27:.—The, skeleton 
of a prehistoric man, found in Ger- 
man East Africa by Dr. Reck, is the 
subject of much division of opinion 
among men of science. Dr. Reck and 
Prof. Fritzch discuss the find in to- 
day’s Lokal Anzeiger, but neither 


reaches definite conclusions. 

The most surprising thing about the 
skull is its marks of advanced de- 
velopment, very like the modern negro 
skull, On this account many scien- 
tists here are cautious in their judg- 
ments regarding its age. Dr. Reck 
himself points out the fact that pre- 
historic races often show traces of 
higher development than the primi- 
tive races of to-day. He believes that 
the geological surroundings of . the 
skeleton indicate, anyhow, that «the 
man belonged to the diluvial age, and 
that its marks of advanced -develop- 
ment supply fresh proof that the hu- 
man race is much older than has been 
supposed and diverged very early into 





mal-like.’” They also indicate, he 
thinks, that the negro race developed 
very early and very early became sta- 
tionary. 

Prof, Fritzch detects a remarkable 
similarity between the Oldoway man 
and the skeletons found at Mentone, 
which scientists now attribute to a 
* Grimaldi race.” These skeletons are 
also strikingly negroid, both in forma- 
tion of skull and length of legs.

RENOUNCES IMPERIAL RANK 


Supposed to Have Been Destined to 
Marry the Czar’s ‘Second 
Daughter, Tatiana.

VIENNA, March 27.—According to 
a St> Petersburg report, Russian Court 
circles are greatly exercised. over the 
rumor that the young Grand Duke 
Dmitri has made an offer to the Czar 
to renounce his imperial rights because 
he intends to marry a handsome Amer- 
ican girl, Miss Durham, who recently 
came to St. Petersburg with a party 
of American friends. 

The case is aggravated by the fact 
that-the Grand Duke is the prospect- 
ive husband of his cousin, the Grand 
Duchess Tatiana, the second daughter 
of the Czar. 


When. the Grand Duke Dmitri was 
banished from Russia last week it 
was stated that the cause was his youth- 
ful infatuation fer the: Princess Belos- 
selsky, who was Susie Whittier, daugh- 
ter of the late Gen. Charles Albert Whit- 
tier of Boston. It was whispered that 
the Czar and the Czarina had regarded 
him as a good match for one of their 
daughters, and that they were very 
angry when they heard the rumors 
coupling his name with that of the 
Princess. He was abruptly ordered to 
leave Russia and not to return for four 
months. ‘ 

Dmitri is the eldest son of the Grand 
Duke Paul, who is the only surviving 
son of Czar Alexander III. The young 
man is, therefore, first cousin of the 
present Czar, Nicholas Ilr He has a 
younger half-brother, 
Hohenfelsen, the son of the Grand Duke 
Paul by his second (morganatic) wife, 
Princess Catherine Dolgorouky. Dmitri, 
therefore, is the only son of his 
father who is of Imperial rank, He is 
22 years old and an ensign in the Horse 
Guards. 

The Grand Duchess Tatiana, the sec- 
ond daughter of the Czar, was born on 
May 29, 1897. Like all the other daugh- 
ters of the Czar, she has been a quiet, 
obedient and affectionate girl, who has 
had little time for anything but study 
up to the present. A dispatch to The 
London Daily Mail from Vienna, printed 
on Aug. 12, said that she was expected 
to marry Prince Charles of ‘Rumania.

To-day’s 
Tageblatt, which publishes the story 
of his strenuous life, says that of his 
successive ‘marriages with two sisters 
thirty-five children were born, twen- 
ty-six of whom are still living—nine- 
teen boys and seven girls. Last year 
six of Eglinski’s sons were serving in 
the army. 

The tailor married at the age of 20. 
His first wife, who died in 1907, bore 
him twenty-four children. In 1908 he 
married his deceased wife’s sister, who 
has borne him eleven children in the 
last six years. Triplets came on one 
oceasion and twins were born twice. 

When his sixth son entered the 
army, in 1913, Eglinski received a pri- 
vate audience with the Kaiser, who 
ordered him entertained in Berlin at 
his.

10 COURT FOR HELP 


As Witness in Suit Against His 
Son He Resents Attor- 
ney’s Questions. 


TELLS OF $3,000 ANNUITY 


Arranges with Sir Bache Cunard to 
Dispense Raymond’s Funds— 
Mooney Démands Vouchers. 


When August Belmont testified on 
Tuesday that he knéw of no prospective 


in any property’ he forgot an annuity 
of $3,000 that he himself had bought 
for Raymond. The annuity is guaran- 
teed in five paid-up life insurance poli- 
cies, and the payments to Raymond 
are to begin at his father’s death. This 
was brought out yesterday when the 
trial of the suit of Raymond’s wife, 
Ethel Lorraine Belmont, for a separa- 
tion and alimony was resumed. August 
Belmont made the correction volun- 
tarily, and explained that he had over- 
looked this matter when he testified 
before. 

The hearing yesterday was almost a 
continual wrangle between Edmund L. 
Mooney, counsel for Mrs. Belmont, and 
De. Lancey Nicoll, counsel for her hus- 
band. Occasionally ,August Belmont, 
who occupied the witness chair most of 
the day, was drawn'‘into it. Twice he 
appealed to Justice Greenbaum for pro- 
tection from the attacks of Mr. Mooney, 
and each time the protection was ex- 
tended. . 

Confronting Mr. Mooney in the court 
were Mr. Nicoll and his cartner, John 
D. Lindsay, an expert from Mr. Bel- 
mont’s banking office and Mr. Bel- 
mont himself. Mr. Mooney had the 
help of an expert accountant. 

It was Mr. Mooney’s purpose to show 
to the court that the defendant, Ray- 
mond Belmont, had more left out of 
the estate of $148,284 that:-came to him 
when he was 21 years old, than 
$14,319.52, the total value of his pres- 
ent estate as it appears on the books 
kept in his father’s office. This sum 
produces an income of $612 a yeur. It 
was Mr. Mooney’s idea that per taps 
Raymond Belmont did not spend all the 
money which he drew out of his ac- 
count, but that he either invested it 
in some new way or that he had se- 
curities placed where lawyers could not 
find them. 


Raymond Belmont’s Expenditures. 


It was brought out in the testimony, 
however, that the defendant spent on 
his wife before and after his marriage 
more than $24,000. Testimony also was 
given that the defendant paid $80 a 
month to the manager of his kennels, 


known as the Bel Ray Beagles. Mr. 
Mooney expressed surprise that a man 
whose income was $612 a year should 
feel able to pay a manager $960 a year 
to look after his dogs. Mr. Mooney 
came to, court primed with the infor- 
mation gathered by his experts from 
the books wherein Raymond Belmont’s 
accounts were kept. 

‘‘We find,’’ he said to the Court, 
“‘that Raymond Belmont owes his fa- 
ther $23,000. That explains a little 
about the dwindling of his estate, and 
helps to explain why he feels that he 
cannot pay his wife any alimony.’’ 

Mr. Mooney asked Mr. Belmont when 
he took _the witness chair how mug¢ 
money Raymond had spent since his 
marriage on Nov. 21, 1912, and Mr. Be!- 
mont replied that his son had spent 
13,836.59. Mr. Mooney then made some 

inquiries about the $10,000 charged 
against Raymond Belmont for legal, ex- 
pe. The checks paid to Mr. Nicoll’s 
irm were passed around. They were 
paid in 1913.. There were’ two checks 
for $3,500 each and one for $3,000. 
Mr. Belmont said he had sent Sir 
Bache Cunard, whose guest the defend- 
ant now is, certain sums of money for 
his sgn’s expenses. Explaining this, 
Mr. Belmont said: 

“Sir Bache Cunard agreed to take 
charge of the financial affairs of Rav- 
mond. He is an old boyhood friend of 
mine. My son preferred not to have the 
handling of his own affairs. This was 
the method agreed upon before he went 
away.” 

Concerning a payment of £400 cabled 
to Sir Bache on March 19, Mr. Mooney 
expressed curiosity. He wanted to know 
what was the need of haste and why a 
draft wasn’t sent in the usual way. 
Mr. Belmont explained that a remit- 
tance had been requested. No amount 
was named and so he sent what he 
thought was necessary. Mr. Mooney 
continued his questions: 

Q.—Up to that time didn’t you always send 
the remittance by draft? Why did you use 
the cable on this occasion? A.—I don’t know. 
Q.—Was it not because you or your lawyer

thought it would be a good thing to have 
the young man back here to attend this 
trial? A.—No. 

Q.—Did you know that your son speculated 
in stocks on his own account? A.—Yes, I 
knew it after it took place. 

Q.—Is there anything the matter with your 
son's intellect? A:—Nothing whatever. 

Q.—Do you expect to keep on paying your 
son's expenses? A.—There has been no defi- 
nite arrangement about that. 

Q.—Have you any idea when he will return 
to this country? A.—I have not. 


Asks Court’s Protection. 


Mr. Mooney wanted Mr. Belmont to 
tell just what stocks his son Raymond 
speculated in. Mr. Belmont said he 
could not remember, and Mr, Mooney 
asked him*to “try hard.’”’ Mr. Belmont 
asked the court to protect him. against 
the insinuations of the lawyer, and at 
the suggestion of the court Mr. Mooney 
consented to omit the word “hard” 
from.+the question. Mr. Beimont could 
not remember. Mr. Mooney was half 
through another question when the wit- 
ness began to shake his head, whereupon 
Mr. Mooney said: 

‘Don’t shake your head, Sir, before I 
ask my question.”’ 

Justice Greenbaum again cautioned 
Mr. Mooney. Mr. Belmont could not 
remember some of the small details of 
Raymond’s life and expenditures, and 
Mr: Mooney said: 

“You had a good memory the other 
day, did you not?”’ 

‘*I will not answer such a question,” 
replied Mr. Belmont. 

Then ,Mr. Mooney took up each sepa- 
rate item on the list of eleven stocks 
owned by the defendant and started to 
ask just how much interest each holdin 
earned in 1913. Justice Greenbaum said 
that if counsel persisted in this method 
of questioning he would send the case 
to a referee. Mr. Mooney then changed 
his tactics. Mr. Belmont said he had 
lent Raymond $1,200 in February, 1910, 
with which to buy dogs. Mr. Mooney 
said that only since the present suit was 
brought had this amount been charged 
against the defendant. He tried to show 
that money actually given to Raymond 
afterward was charged against him in 
order to reduce his estate, and at the 
same time-reduce the alimony payment 
that the court might order. Mr. Bel- 
mont *said his son had about twenty 
dogs, and that they were worth $20 or 
$30 each. He said that his son also had 
two polo ponies worth about $2,000. 

It was brought out-that after Mr. Bel- 
mont returned from Europe, about Dec. 
31, 1913, he charged $21,805.64. against 
his son, and Mr. Mooney asked: 

‘‘Do you intend to urge that debt?” 

“I do,” replied Mr. Belmont. 

Mr. Mooney than took up the matter 
of the insurance policies, and showed 
that they guaranteed an annual income 
to Raymond as long as he lived after 
the death of his father. He tried to show 
that this annuity was the same as cash, 
and that Raymond Belmont’s estate 
should. be credited with the amount 
when his ability to pay alimony was 
under consideration. 

Mr. Nicoll then asked Mr. Belmont if 
a similar arrangement had not been 
made for each of his three sons, and the 
witness replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. Mooney was interested in the 300 
shares of the stock of the Westchester 
Racing Association held by Raymond 
Belmont. His father testified that he 
gave Raymond this stock when it was 
worth 90, but he ha@ put the stock in 
his son’s account as being worth 100, 
representing a total value of $30,000. Mr. 
Belmont said the stock was of very little 
value now. Perhaps it was net worth 
more than $25 a share. rs 

“Ts that because racing is not per- 
mitted? ’’ asked Mr. Mooney. 

‘* Yes,’’ replied Mr. Belmont. 

It was finally agreed that the renewal 
of racing might increase the value of 
the stock. 


Profit in Stock Deal. 


Mr. Belmont was dismissed from the 
stand. and then testimony was given re- 
garding Raymond Belmont’s accounts. 
It was shown that since Nov. 21, 1912, 
the date. of his marriage, the defendant 
had spent $16,243.08, excluding the 
$10,000 for legal expenses. There were 
also overdrafts amounting to $2,500. 
Payments made on Raymond’s account 
to Sir Bache Cunard from April 8, 1913, 
to March of the present year amounted 
to $9,517.41. 

Payments made for “sundry bills” 
between December, 1912, and March of 
1914, amounted to $4,239,48. During this 
period the defendant made a. profit in 
the stock market of about $2,500. It 
appeared that in 1911 the defendant took 
from the vaults of his father’s banking 
house railroad bonds valued at $7,000, 
but it did not appear what he did with 
them. ‘The total assets of Raymond 
Belmont remained as they were given 
by Mr. Belmont on Tuesday. When all 
the debts of the defendant are charged 
up against him his total estate, accord- 
ing to the books, will amount to $14,- 
319.52. 

Mr. Mooney then wanted to see all of 
the vouchers growing out of Raymond 
Belmont’s' stock’ speculations. Mr. 
Nicoll strongly objected. It was agreed 
that counsel should submit briefs on 
Friday next, and if possible come to 
some agreement concerning the vouch- 
ers in the stock transactions in the 
meantime. .

REFUSES ALLOWANCE 
TO M. R. KERNOCHAN 


Justice Rejects Referee’s Report 
Granting Him $9,000 a Year 
from Insane Aunt’s Estate. 


HE HAS $3,750 A YEAR NOW 


Court Holds Petitioner’s Mother and 
Competent Relatives Are the 
Ones to Come to His Aid. 


| 

Justice Cohalan of the Supreme Court 
rejected yesterday the report of Referee 
Charles E. Lydecker, who recommended 
that Marshall R. Kernochan, the neph- 
ew of Justice Frederic Kernochan of 
Special Sessions, should receive an an- 
nual allowance of $9,000 a year from the 
estate of his aunt, Miss Marie Marshall, 
who is incompetent. Her estate is esti- 
mated to be worth $3,142,035. 

In his application for an allowance 
of $12,000 a’ year Mr. Kernochan ex- 
plained that his annual income was only 
$3,750, and that he was spending more 
than $4,700 a year. He implied that he 
desired to marry. He said that unless 
he obtained a larger income he would 
be obliged to sell his automobile, and to 
resign from all his clubs except the 
Union and the Knickerbocker. He gave 
this list of’ his annual club dues: One 
hundred and fifty dollars to the Brook, 
$125 each for the Union, Racquet, and 
Knickerbocker, $100 for the Tuxedo, $75 
for the Lenox, $50 for the Automobile 
Club of America, and $30 each for the 

rolier and West Side Tennis Clubs. 
Mr. Kernochan said he had written some 
songs, but that he had earned only $30 
a@ year in this way, and that to adver: 
tise the songs cost him about six times 
what they brought in. 

‘The recommendation of the referee,”’ 
said the Justice, ‘‘ in no sense meets the 
approval of the court. The application 
is unusual and extraordinary, and the 
testimony elicited in support of the pe- 
tition discloses a peculiar state of facts. 
It shows a young man, 33 years of age, 
who has lived an idle and luxurious 
life, now attempting, on the plea that he 
desired a further taste for music, to in- 
crease his income by obtaining an allow- 
ance out of his aunt’s estate at the rate 
of $12,000 a year. 

“The petitioner, an only son, was 
born unto and is now surrounded with 
large wealth. His mother’s estate was 
summarized as of Jan. 1, 1913, in the 
sum of $1,154,534. Her gross annual in- 
come in 1913 was $39,660. In her city 
home twelve servants are employed, and 
in her country home in Pittsfield, Mass., 
there are twenty-five. Martha M. Wy- 
song, another of his aunts, and a widow 
67 years old, is without issue and is 
possessed of an estate of $2,525,000, 
which produced an annual gross income 
of $81,000. Upon attaining his majority 
the petitioner received from his father’s 
estate- about $101,000. . A portion of this 
money was lost in speculation, but a 
gift from his mother of $50,000 made up 
the loss, so that his estate at the pres- 
ent time is practically intact. He re- 
sides with his mother, contributes noth- 
ing to the household expenses, and de- 
rives from his own property an income 
of about $3,750 a year. 

“He has followed no other occupation 
than his diversion for music. In brief, 
this healthy and athletic young man, 
from an environment of luxury, wealth, 
and position, declares that since neither 
his mother nor his aunt, Mrs. Wysong, 
will give him an allowance, this court 
should decree him one from the estate 
of his incompetent aunt, a woman who 
became insane eight y-ars prior to his 
birth, and whom he never saw but once, 
and that time some eight years ago.”’ 

The Justice said. that the incompetent 
aunt was under no obligation to support 
the petitioner; that Mr. Kernochan was 
of sound mind, and under no disability; 
that his mother was living, and that he 
had another aunt who was perfectly 
competent, and was as rich as his in- 
competent relative. He said that it was 
the duty of the court'to deal benevo- 
lently and charitably with the property 
of the incompetent. Then the Justice 
continued: 

“The referee has been led to make 
this observation: The petitioner ‘ should 
be encouraged to work and to attain 
.to a proficiency entitling him to a place 
in the ranks of musicians, and that if 
Marie Marshall could know of the work 
he had done that she would willingly 
grant him such hel 
him to live properly in his environ- 
ment and move up in his profession.’ 

“If the petitioner has musical talent, 
and the returns do not require the con- 
clusion, his mother and his competent 
aunt, who have his welfare at heart, 
and know of his talent and desire, are 
immediate and proper persons to whom

RUN DOWN BY STOLEN CAB. 


Two Women and a Baby Hurt— 
Drunken Chauffeur Escapes. 


A’ black taxicab’ ran east in 116th 
Street at 11 o’clock ‘yesterday morning, 
and persons in the street gasped at the 
recklessness with which the chauffeur 
swung around other vehicles. At Fifth 
Avenue the taxicab knocked down Mrs. 
Sarah Sanger, 58 ‘years old, of 1,405 
Fifth Avenue. She suffered internal 
injuries and a possible fracture of the 
skull. 

Without: reducing speed, the chauf- 
feur drove his car north into Fifth 
Avenue. Street cleaners were flushing 
the pavement there. The taxicab 
skidded, ran over the curb on the north- 
east corner of the street, and pinned 
Mrs. Gertrude Prilutsky, 20 years old, 
of 5 East 116th Street, against the wall 
of the Mount Morris Theatre. 

The chauffeur then reversed his car 
and it backed south across 116th Street 
and hit a wall on the south side of 
the street. A man jumped out of the 
cab, and, with the chauffeur, ran south 
in Fifth Avenue and disappeared. Mrs. 
Prilutsky and her child, who was 
thrown from her baby carriage, were 
attended by a physician. They were 
not injured seriously. Dr. Celano took 
Mrs. Sanger to Harlem Hospital in an 
ambulance. . 

The police found that the taxicab 
was one that had been stolen earlier in 
the morning from Roswell D. Carrugan 
of 29 West 129th Street, when he had 
left it standing at Lexington Avenue 
and 135th Street. They believe that 
the chauffeur who was driving the 
stolen taxicab was intoxicated.

- IN BROOKLYN JAIL 


Princess Lwoff-Parlaghy De- 
nies Architect Arrested in Her 
Rooms Was Her Guest. 


HE CALLED ON BUSINESS 


Prisoner, Surrendered by His Bonds- 
men, Is Charged with Swind- 
ling Building Contractors. 


Edmund Gallauner, the Hungarian 
architect, who was arrested on Thurs- 
day evening in the apartment of the 
Princess Lwoff-Parlaghy, in the Hotel 
Plaza, was committed to the Raymond 
Street Jail in Brooklyn yesterday by 
Judge Dike in the Kings County Court. 
Gallauner refused to make any state- 
ment. 

Three indictments for grand larceny 
in the second degree were found against 
him by a Kings County Grand Jury in 
September, 1911, and he was released in 
bail of $1,000 for each indictment on 
the bond of the National Surety Com- 
pany. The surety company withdrew its 
bond on March 20 and Judge Dike signed 
the warrant for Gallauner’s: arrest, 
which was served in the Princess’s 
apartment. 

It is alleged that Gallauner said he 
was authorized to let contracts for work 
and supplies for a building to be erected 
in Manhattan and collected money from 
three Brooklyn contractors, whose bids 
he accepted. 

When Gallauner was in the Seventy- 
second Street Subway Station yesterday 
morning, with two detectives, on his 
way to Brooklyn, a German waiter at- 
tempted to strike him, asserting that 
Gallauner had borrowed $8 from him 
four years ago and had never re- 
turned it. 

The Princess Lwoff-Parlaghy issued 
this statement yesterday, which she, 
her secretary, and her physician signed: 

“The detectives’ stories in the morn- 
ing papers of the arrest of one Gallau- 
ner in the apartments of the Princess 
Lwoff-Parlaghy, at the Plaza, are in- 
correct in so far as they state that he 
was a guest at dinner or otherwise. 
The Princess had no dinner or other 
guests that evening. 

“Gallauner is an architect at work 
on plans for her estate in the Catskills. 
He called’ about this matter, and during 
the few moments’ consultation between 
the Princess, her secretary, her physi- 


cian, and Gallauner, the detectives 
forced their way in and made the ar- 


t| rest. The Princess protested against the 


intrusion into her apartments, but made 
no other demonstration of any kind dur- 
ing the arrest. She had seen Gallauner 
but twice before and then only on the 
matter of business mentioned above, 
and he has never been received by her 
as a guest.” ,

Princeton, Yale,: and: Harvard 
Teams All. Victorious Be- 
fore Home Audience. 


VERDICT AGAINST SUFFRAGE 


University Debaters, Assailing the 
Votes for Women Cause, Prove 
the Successful Speakers. 


Princeton, Yale, and Harvard met last 
night in their sixth annual triangular 
debate. The subject was, ‘Resolved, 
That the women of the United States 
should be given the. suffrage on equal 
terms with men.” Each institution 
Was represented by an affirmative and 
@ negative team, and the contests were 
held simultaneously in Princeton, New 
Haven, and Cambridge, the home team 
in each case defending the negative 
position. 

The debate ended in a tie, Princeton 
defeating Yale at Princeton, Yale van- 
quishing Harvard at New Haven and 
Harvard winning from Princeton at 
Cambridge. 


HARVARD DEFEATS PRINCETON 


Gains Unanimous Decision of Judges 
in Contest at Cambridge.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 27.—Har- 
vard won from Princeton to-night by a 
unanimous decision of the judges in its 
home part of the triangular debate, 
arguing the negative side of the national 
woman suffrage question. 

Harvard was represented by R. L. 
West of Millis, Mass., R..H. Knollen- 
berg of Richmond. Ind., and Frank 
Stern of Boston. The Princeton team

FINAL BRIEF IN FOR THAW. 


Counsel Files One Pending Court 
Decision on Extradition Case. 


‘CONCORD, N. H., March 27.—The 
final brief on behalf of Harry K. Thaw, 
on his petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus and for admission to bail pend- 
ing a decision on the matter of extra- 
dition, was filed in the United States 
District ‘Court by counsel to-day. 

The document lays stress upon the 
contention that the statute under which 
Thaw originally was committed te the 
insane asylum at Matteawan, N. is 
unconstitutional, and therefore cat it 
was not a crime for him to escape from 
custody; that an insane person cannot 
commit a crime and accordingly cannot 
te extradited on a charge of committing 
@ crime; that Thaw’s sanity or insan- 
ity must be decided before it can be de- 
termined that there is jurisdiction to 
¢extradict him; and that he is not a 
fugitive from justice within the mean- 
ng of the Federal Constitution. 

8 to bail, counsel maintains that bail 
in a misdemeanor case is a matter of 
right. The brief concludes: 

‘The purpose of the State of New 
York being to return Thaw to Mattea- 
Wan, it is making a misuse of the ex- 
tradition laws to accomplish its end.

Celebration to Extend Over 
Seven Months Opened by 
Mayor Mitchel. 


COMMERCE IS THE THEME 


Many Weil-Known New York Men 
Speak of the City’s Development 
and Its Present Needs. 


The opening of the seven months’ cele- 
bration to commemorate the 300th an- 
niversary of the granting of the first 
charter by the United Netherlands for 
trading at this port took place last night 
under the auspices of the New York 
Commercial Tercentenary Commission in 
the grand ballroom of the Hotel Astor, 
where addresses were made by Mayor 
Mitchel and others, ° 

**It is fortunate that this 300th anni- 
versary celebration should fall within 
the year in which that great waterway, 
constructed by the United States, 
the Panama Canal, is opened to prac- 
tical use,’’ said the Mayor. ‘‘ It is also 
noteworthy that it comes in the year 
in which the 1,000-ton Barge Canal is 
nearing completion. These three im- 
portant events are surely worthy of the 
attention and worthy of the citizens of 
the City and State of New York.’’ 

Referring to the natural advantages 
which have made this city a great sea- 
port, the Mayor added: 

“ New York has become great through 
its natural advantages and not through 
what the Government of the city has 
done to develop it, at least not until the 
administrations of recent years. Dur- 
ing the last four years the city admin- 
istration gave close and careful atten- 
tion to port development, and the pres- 
ent administration is giving a large 
share of its attention to this important 
subject. The time is not far distant 
when New York must plan in the Bor- 
oughs of Queens and Richmond the 
same facilities that are now being con- 
sidered for Manhattan, Brooklyn, and 
the Bronx, a large and comprehensive 
programme for all the boroughs. 

“We feel in need of the advice of 
citizens to carry out this policy, to have 
their help in solving these problems, and 
to avoid misunderstanding that has been 
the rule in the past. In these four years 
we will erect a monument to the com- 
re of New York that will be last- 


ng. 

Theodore P. Shonts, speaking of the 
Panama Canal as the ‘‘new route to 
Cathay,’’ suggested a campaign of edu- 
cation and the seeking of national aid 
to restore the American flag to the 
seas. This could be done only, he said, 
by giving the proper aid to American 
shipbuilders and the American mer- 
chants. He denounced the bills in Con- 
gress supposed to aid American seamen 
and promote safety at sea. 

“These contained restrictions so bur- 
densome,”’ he said, ‘‘ that the result will 
be the driving out of the so-called pro- 
tected coastwise vessels.’’ Commenting 
on the loss in money and time through 
the lack of proper railway terminals, he 
continued: 

“One is surprised on looking at a 
map of this port to notice how easily 
and at what relatively small expense 
the existing railroad terminals might 
be connected up. Short stretches of 
rail might unite the terminal lines in 
New Jersey with great clearance yan. 
which could be easily established the 
Hackensack Meadows. Another short 
stretch might connect them = with 
Bayonne, the natural location for a 
great export and import depot, equal to 
all future expansion.” 

Fillmore Jackson, an Iroquois Indian, 
after speem'ns of the advantages of 
civilization and education for the Indian 
of to-day, said there were some who 
needed the help of their white brothers. 

““We want the citizens and the Gov- 
ernment to protect the relic of the race 
of redmen now living and support them 
in their rights and privileges,” he said. 

Speaking on the Relations of Edu- 
cation and Commerce,’’ Dr. Elmer Ells- 
worth Brown, Chancellor of New York 
University, said: 

‘Within the past generation a new 
connection between commerce and edu- 
cation has appeared. Schools and col- 
leges are dealing directly with prepara- 
tion for commercial life. And we can- 
not doubt that this movement will go a 
great deal further than it has now 
gone. I believe the educational systems 
of the future will incorporate in their 
general scheme the teaching of men and 





women for work in banks, stores, 
counting rooms, and in offices generally 
by men of business. Our schools and 
‘universities are to repay these centuries 
rot oR gees by the. masters of trade 

more direc contribution to a com- 
mercial betterment.” 

Samuel W. Fairchild, who spoke of 
the “Merchants of New York,” said: 
“History shows no urban Pertionmees 
as marked as that of New York. With 
thirteen railway systems and _ the 
greatest commerce of any port in the 
world, New York has become great 
principally through the generosity of 

er public men.’ 

Dr. Joseph K. Dixon, leader of the 
Rodman Wanamaker expedition among 
the Indians, making a plea for better 
treatment of the vanishing Indian race, 
praised President Wilson for his Mobile 
declaration, and suggested: 

‘Take the Indian question out of 
politics and obliterate the entire pres- 
ent system of Indian affairs.” 

Cornelius Vanderbilt, President of the 
commission, presided. Other speakers 
were A. van de Sande Bakhuyzen, Con- 
sul of the Netherlands; Mayor Joseph 
W. Stevens of Albany, Dr. Tunis G. 
Bergen, ex-President of "the Holland So- 
ciety; Edwin H. Bashfield, President of 
the Society of Mural Painters, who spoke 
of the ‘‘ Relations of Art and Com- 
merce,’’ and Dr. George F. Kunz, Pres- 
ident of the New York Academy of Sci- 
ences, on the ‘‘ Relations of Science and 
Commerce.’’ M M. J. Lavelle, repre- 
senting Cardinal Farley delivered the 
invocation, and Bishop David H. Greer 
the benediction.

SELL MANHATTAN AGAIN. 


Descendants of Indians and Dutch 
Traders at Ceremony. 


Garbed as were their forefathers “of 
300 years ago, two full-blooded Indians 
sold Manhattan Island to two descend- 
ants of the first Dutch settlers, at Fort 
Wadsworth, Staten Island, yesterday 
afternoon. The Dutch handed the In- 
dians a number of watches, lockets, 
beads, and some tobacco, and the In- 
dians gave them the deeds which made 
them owners of Manhattan Island. 

The celebration was part of the exer- 
cises to commemorate the 300th anni- 
versary of the Chartered Commerce of 
New York, and wére held on the site 
where will be a statue to the American 


Indian at Fort Tompkins, the highest 
point on Fort Wadsworth, overlooking 
the Narrows. The exercises were held 
under the auspices of the National 
American Indian Memorial Association, 
the American Scenic and Historical 
Preservation Society, and the Staten 
Island Association of Arts and Sciences. 
There were descendants of the early 
Dutch settlers and of the American In- 
dians, about 1,200 school children from 
the Rosebank public schools, and fifty 
soldiers. 

George F. Kunz, President of the 
American Scenic Society, was Chair- 
man of the exercises, and made a brief 
address. 


BRIDES AND MUMMIES HERE. 


Greek Soldiers Bring Turkish Wives 
from the Balkans. 


Among the forty Greek soldiers who 
returned from the Balkan wars yester- 
day on the Austro-American steamer 
Belvedere there were thirty who 
brought brides back with them. Four- 
teen of them were Turkish women. 

Corp. Leonidas Papomides took part 
in the battle of Salonika, where he saved 
the life of a young Turkish woman, the 
wife of a Turkish officer who was killed 
in the action. After the war was over 
the Corporal married the widow and 
brought her to America with him.

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CLAY RECORD TELLS 
OF TOWER OF BABEL 


Deeds of Nebuchadnezzar Told 
on Cylinders at Yale Now 
Redeciphered. 


CONQUEROR OF NINE ARMIES |¢ 


Naram-Sin, Builder of Babylon, 
Left Warning for ‘Whoso 
Alters This Inscribed Stone.” 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—In- 
scriptions on clay cylinders purchased 
for the Babylonian Collection at Yale 
University have been redeciphered, it 
was announced to-day, and much in- 
formation for students of Biblical 
chronology has been obtained. 

One cylinder inscribed for Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who reigned B. C. 605 to 561, 
recounts his deeds with reference to 
restoration and enlargement of the 
walls and moats of Babylon, and of 
temples and sanctuaries thereabout. 
He records the rebuilding of Marchuk, 
which he calls Etemenanki, recognized 
as the ancient tower of Babel of the 
Book of Genesis. 

Nebuchadnezzar said, according to the 
translation, that he sought and found 
the foundation stone of the temple of 
Lugal-Marada, his deity, and laid it 
upon the foundation stone of Naram- 
Sin, King, his ancient ancestor. This 
ancestor presumably lived 3,000 years 
before Nebuchadnezzar. The founda- 
tion stone of Naram-Sin was also found 
by Nabonidus, father of Belshazzar, 
(B. C. 556,) when he restored the temple 
of Sippara. The Nebuchatnezzar cyl- 
inder was found near Nippur, on the 
Euphrates. 

Another cylinder found by Arabs at 
the same site bears an inscription of 
Naram-Sin, and is probably one of the 
actual foundation stones of the temple 
of Lugal-Marada in Murad. Naram-Sin 
was the ancient builder of Babylon and 
perhaps the greatest builder of all his- 
tory. The inscription says that Naram- 
Sin subdued nine hostile armies in a 
— and carried three of ‘their Kings 

wane before the god, Enlil. The record 
ends: 

“Whoever alters this inscribed stone 
may the gods Shamash and Lugal-Mara- 
= ne out his estate and exterminate 

is seed.”

**I believe one of the greatest things 
we can do for the youth of the city is to 
make it possible fer strangers to meet 
congenial persons of the opposite séx. 
As an experiment we have recently in- 
vited members of the West Side Young 
Men’s Christian Association to socials 
at our recreation centre for girls. The 
plan worked admirably, and I think we 
should both act upon the result of the 
experiment and increase its seope. It 
would be another way in which the 
strange boy and the strange girl could 
become acquainted.” 

Mrs. Cushman urged the men present 
to induce their wives, daughters, and 
sweethearts to take part in the wo- 
men’s work, saying that it had in- 
creased so rapidly that new recruits are 
needed in the managemént. 

William Fellowes Morgan, President 
of the Young Men’s Christian Ass0cia+ 
tion, delivered an address of welcome 
to the women, and later, taltting on the 
subject of the $4,000,000 campaign, in- 
dorsed Mrs. Cushmari’s' suggestions 
heartily. 

‘One of the.greatest probléms in New 
York sociology is loneliness,’ said Mr. 
Morgan. ‘If our two associations can 
give lonely ‘men a chance to meet con- 
genial, lonely girls socially at dance 
and elsewhere, we will,.be doing muc 
to solve the problem.” 

Mr. Morgan reported that subscrip- 
tions promised during the joint cam- 
paign were coming in rapidly, and that 
he considered fit about time for the Di- 
réctors to make definite plans for the 
erection 6¥ new buildings and other im- 
provements for which the money was 
raised.

AUDITOR DENOUNCES T. R. 


Pennsylvanian Says He Wouldn’t 
Vote for a Pinchot—Many 
Hisses and Interruptions. 





Amos R. EB. Pinchot and Gifford Pin- 
chot, his brother, were severely heckled 
last night at Cooper Union, where they 
spoke under the auspices of the Peo- 
ple’s Institute. Gifford Pinchot was not 
scheduled to speak, but was. persuaded 
to do so by Frederic C; Howe, Director 
of the institute. 

Amos Pinchot spoke on the ‘Burden 
of Monopoly,”” and. took the United 
States Steel Corporation as a text. He 
traced its history, and said that. with 
its ownership of ore mines and ore-car- 
rying roads it held the American public 
by the throat. He advocated Govern- 
ment ownership of railroads as one so- 
lution to the trust problem, ané said he 
was opposed to the plan of a Govern- 
ment’ commission for the regulation of 
the trusts. 

Gifford Pinchott told of ore-producing 
radium mines in Utah, and Colorado. 
A bill, he said, had been introduced 
in Congress authorizing the United 
States to take these ore lands, but 
special interests were holding up the 
pill, and in the meantime this radium, 
which might benefit hundreds of suf- 
ferers in this country, could be put to 
no use whatsoever. 

After the speaking the two brothers 
consented. to answer questions which 
those in the audience desired to put to 
them. They each had answered a half 
dozen successfully when a young man, 
wearing eyeglasses, arose from his seat 
in the middle of the hall. Instead -of 
putting a question he started to make a 
long and bitter speech in which he de- 
nounced the present. form of Govern- 
ment. He asserted that Col. Roosevelt 
had not always surrounded himself with 
adviresrs, who served the best inter- 
ests of the public, and then questioned 
the honesyt of Col. Roosevelt's inten- 
tions. 

“Sit down, sit down!” ‘came from 
persons in the audience. Othera, cried 
out: “Let him goon, he’s all right, 
let's hear what he has to say.’ 

When: he had finished Gifford Pinchot 
stepped to the front of the stage. 

“You have uttered,’’ he said, ‘an 
unwarranted slander: I advise you not 
to repeat such : utterances again.”’ 

Another man arose from his seat, and 
walked into the aisle. 

‘“*I came from Pennsylvania,’’ he said, 
** but I would not vote for‘a Pinchot.’’ 

This remark made the audience angry. 
‘Sit down!’ came from a chorus of 
voices. He attempted to speak several 
times, but each time was forced to take 
his seat by the hisses and cries which 
came from the audience... After the 
meeting he stood in the lobby of the 
building, and handed out notices of a 
future I. W. W. meeting. 

A young man wanted to know what 
political. party’ stood for the. abolition 
of special privileges. - Gifford Pinchot 
replied that the Progressive Party was 
against them. This reply caused’ a man 
in the far end of the hall to emit a: loud 
groan, and the audience. laughed. Mr. 
Pinchot laughed himself, rémarking that 
he was nial 4 to have.caused-this.person 
such. a shock. 

The, audience séemed™ specially inter- 
ested in -what. Gifford Pinchot had to 
say about -the conservation of natural 
resources. 

“The conservation question,’ he said, 
* comes down to the cost of living, and 
nothing else: Our coal, timber, and wa- 
ter power are.raw materials; they are 
necessities, and they should not be con- 
trolled by special. interests. Although 
the United States has given millions of 
homesteads to the poor man, it has 
given twice as much away. of value to 
the rich man. 

** You all know what radium is. It is 
being used for cancer, . Do you. know 
that thousands die here of that disease 
every year. Physicians tell us that we 
need in our hospitals here thirty grams. 
We are forced to get along with two 
grams. In Colérado and Utah there are 
ore-producing radium mines. Congress 

was asked to take these lands, and a 
bill has been introduced in Congress 
for the purpose of acquiring them for 
the public good. But the radium tobby 
men who control these mines are hold- 
ing up the bill. 

The thing these. radium men have 
done makes the food. poisoners look 
small in comparison. The conscrva- 
tion of these mines would perhaps mean 


. 


life to thousands. Yet this. bill- has 
been. held up. in Congress for two 
months. This is one instance [. give 


you of harm of. monopolv.”’ 

A middle-aged man in the audience 
said he did not think it was true that 
radium would cure cancer, 

“‘Tt’s all newspaper talk,’’ he said. 
“It,is true that radium will . cure 
several kinds of superficial cancer, and 
its possibilities’ are great,’’ replied Mr. 
Pinchot.

A PICTURESQUE RECLUSE. 


Estranged from His Wife, He Lived 
a Lonely Life in Greenwich Village 
—His Affairs Once in the Courts. 


Fitzhugh Smith, who Abraham Lin- 
coln once ‘said ‘was instrumental in 
breaking the backbone of the rebellion,” 
died Thursday in his home, at 755 Green- 
wich Street, in ‘the seventy-ninth year 
of his age. He was born in old Green- 
wich Village, and except for the years 
when-he was fighting in the civil war 
he had always lived in the neighbor- 
hood of his birth. For the last forty- 
Seven years he and his wife had lived 
apart, although: each professed. affec- 
tion for the other. Mrs. Smith is now 
living at Locust Valley, L. I., with her 
only son, Conto. 

Fitzhugh Smith was an active aboli- 
tionist ffom his youth. He was ar- 
rested at Wheeling, W. Va., during 


the John: Brown disturbances; but was 
soon released, and when the war broke 
out he was commissioned a Lieutenant 
in the #ighty-third New York Volun- 
teers. .The act for which he was com- 
mended by President Lincoln was his 
checking of the retreat of the Union 
Army at the second battle of Bull Run. 
Among his friends was the noted abo- 
litionist, Garrick Smith, who gave him 
320 acres of land in the Adirondacks as 
ma'‘k of his esteem. 

In his many years of lonely life in 
Greenwich. Village, Fitzhugh Smith 
often attracted attention as a picturesque 
recluse. Even his next door neighbors 
saw little of him, -but his habits and 
affairs became public throug hthe courts. 
In-1907 Conto Smith applied in Nassau 
County for a commission to determine 
thesanity of his father, who, he alleged, 
was wealthy but was rapidly dissipating 
his fortune. The application was re- 


used. 

In 1911 the old man appeared in’ the 
Supreme Court before Justice Cohalan 
and asked to be told how he could save, 
his old house at Greenwich and Bank 
Streets, which ‘he had lost through a 
foreclosed mortgage. He told the Justice 
that he had not been able to afford 
@ lawyer. When the house passed out 
of his hands, he moved to the home 
in which he died, where he occupied 
several rooms, and was looked after by 
a housekeeper. 

Whether the old soidier left an estate 
of any value no one could say last 
night. On one occasion. several years 
ago. ‘he said that he intended to leave 
his possessions ‘to his wife and son in 
spite of the family estrangement.
